Illegal 
septic 
work 
charged 


WILMINGTON - Something 
stinks in the town of Wilmington these 
days, and if the Board of Health has 
anything to say about it, it has to be 
estopped. Within the past few weeks, 
the Wilmington Board of Health has 
received two official c mts re- 
garding the illegal installation of sep- 
tic systems in town. Apparently, any 
company not licensed in Wilmington 
or not carrying a permit issued by the 
Board of Health, is not allowed to 
replace a septic system due to specific 
town regulations that must be met. 
The Colleameno family of 16 Biggar 
Avenue learned this information the 


Brothers, an out of town septic inspec- 
tor from Everett, to come to her home 
and do an inspection on what she 
believed to be a minor problem. The 
inspector told them that in order to get 
their septic system to work correctly, 
they would have to install anew distri- 
bution box, which they charged total 
of $3,000 for parts and labor for. Ac- 
cording to Charlie Roux, a Title 5 
inspector, the jobis worth about $600, 
including labor. However, when 
| Raccucci Brothers were digging up 
the area, they dug right into the leech- 
proceeded to insist that the leeching 
field was also in need of replacement 
and laid down an estimate of $12,000.

TEWKSBURY - State Represen- 
tative, Jim Miceli, delivered his an- 
nual summation to approximately 20 
Tewksbury residents Tuesday night at 
Tewksbury Town Hall. Miceli re- 
flected mainly on the issues dealing 
with the state and local government 
that he has worked on, or is currently 
working on, to best serve the needs of 
the people of the community. 

The session, which Miceli labeled 
as informal and comfortable, allowed 
Tewksbury residents a chance to get a 
more distinct picture of what is hap- 
pening in their community and an 
Opportunity to pose any questions or 
concerns they had regarding topics 
dealing with state and local govern- 
ment. 


Miceli, who has been serving in 
goverament since 1977, opened the 
evening by reassuring that his door is 
always open to the public. He said, “I 
am no stranger in this town. I am here 
all of the time. I don’t just sit up in my 
Office in Boston and come around 
only during election time.” With that, 
he invited anyone who is interested to 
go and visit the State House to get a 
Clearer perception of what goes on in 
government. 

According to Miceli, he has hosted 
approximately 600 visitors at the State 
House in Boston this year alone. He 
noted that through the past 20 years. 
he has been host to about 12,000 to 
13,000 people. Miceli said that visi- 


tors range from school children on 
field trips to groups of adults whom are 
interested in learning how the govern- 
ment runs and where their tax money 
goes. 

Miceli spoke of an intern program 
atthe state house involving high school 
age students. He encouraged any stu- 
dents interested in government to con- 
sider it because of its real to life learn- 
ingexperience. “These kidscomeaway 
with more experience than they could 
get in any classroom. Many have gone 
into legal professions and politics.” 

Miceli reached out to the commu- 
nity that, no matter what the cause, he 
attempts to solve the problem whether 
it be of the entire community or an 
individual. “I always try to put myself 
in their situation,” he said, mentioning 
that during the previous weekend a 
woman from one community called 
him in an act of desperation asking for 
help in getting her,son into a detox 
center. Miceli said, “I don’t know if 
anyone here has ever had the occasion 
totzy that, but it’s just like trying to get 
into closed shops.” Miceli added that 
the parents of the boy, who claimed 
that they had no prior knowledge or 
waming signs of the boy's drug use, 
feared that if they did not get their son 
help immediately that he would not 
live through the weekend. Miceli spent 
two days working on the case and 
eventually got the boy admitted to a

A suggestion on bird feed; I do 
not recommend using mixed bird 
seed. The common visitors to our 
do not care for the high 
percentage of milo and millet seed 
in the mixes. The birds will scatter 
these tiny tan and yellow seeds on 
the ground where they attract 
squirrels and other rodents. You are 
better off using the small black oil 
sunflower seed, which can be 
purchased in 50 pound bags 
anywhere from $12.95 to $17.95 
depending on where you shop. 
Sunflower seed, suet, and occasional 
bread and cracker scraps are all you 
need to keep your feathered visitors 
happy.

start. “Most of the projects focused 
on a problem and I think the 
common denominator with what 
everybody Was talking about was 
kids. Everybody's problem seemed 
to be geared toward kids. So, we 
wanted to so do something that 
would climinate the problems 
before they even start. Anyone can 
fix a problem. But, it’s more 
difficult to accept a challenge and 
work with that challenge,” said 
Alpers. 

The Youth Center was the ideal 
place to target for the project, 
according to Alpers. “We decided to 
focus on the Youth Center and ways 
we can make ita _ better 
environment for them. We want to 
try and build a relationship with the 
kids so we can see the results 10-15 
years down the line. Most of the 
kids who go to the center are in 
junior high and they can build a 
relationship with the police 
department and members of the 
community. Hopefully, that will 
foster a good environment for them 
later on in life,” said Alpers. 

Fiore agreed by saying, “We feel 
that the kids in sixth, seventh and 
eighth grade are probably at the 
most impressionable stage of their 
lives and they need the most 
guidance.” 

Fiore said that the Youth Cehter, 
which is located in the basement of 
St. Thomas of Villanova Hall, 
closed in the late 70's and reopened 
in 1996. “One of the things we want 
to do is get a better backing behind 
the Youth Center. It's not widely 
promoted,” said Fiore. 

The Youth Center is open Friday 
and Saturday evenings until 10 and 
offers many activities for the kids. 
Some of the activities at the Youth 
Center are board games,video 
games, basketball, pool, and 
football, according to Alpers and 
Fiore's written report. 


Fiore and Alpers conducted a 
survey at the Youth Center in order 
to find out what attracts and keeps 
the kids coming to the Center. “We 
handed out 30 surveys to some of 
the kids at the Youth Center and 
asked them a varicty of questions to 
try to find out what brings them to 
the Youth Center and what will 
keep them coming. We targeted 
students, who are in the seventh and 
eighth grade, because we want to 
establish a bond with these kids that 
will carry on through high school 
and college years,” reads the report. 

In all of the 30 surveys, the kids’ 
main reason for coming to the 
Youth Center was to spend time 
with their friends. The kids also felt 
that they were becoming bored with 
doing the same activities every 
week. They suggested that the 
-Youth Center should go on field 
trips as an improvement to he 
Center, according to the report. 

Fiore and Alpers are going to be 
active members at the Youth Center. 
Fiore has already joined the Board 
of Directors and Alpers will soon 
be following him. “The Town of 
Wilmington already has a Youth 
Center in place that is run by a 
dedicated board of directors. We 
did not want to come in and take 
over a program that we sec is 
already a successful community 
standard. What we want to do is 
offer innovative ideas and guidafice 
‘to help maintain the Youth Center's 
Positive impact on the community,” 

the report. 

Alpers said that they have short 
term and long term goals for the 
kids at the Youth Center. “In the 
short term, we want to expose the 
youth of our town to the benefits 
and personal satisfaction of being 
involved with community projects. 
In the long run, we would like to 
develop capable and competent 
leaders who will take active roles in 
promoting the Youth Center and

THE “1977” RULE 
ON ESTATES 


Recent court rulings enable a surviv- 
ing spouse to avoid paying capital gains 
taxes on property bought before 1977 - 
- even if it was owned jointly. 

Inherited property generally gets a 
“stepped up” basis of its market value 
‘on the date of the owner's death — no 
matter what its original cost. If the prop- 
erty was jointly held, says the Tax Code, 
the surviving spouse would get a 
stepped-up basis only on the half imer- 
est inherited from the deceased spouse. 

Before 1977, though, ownership in- 
terest in joint property was proportion- 
ate to how much each spouse contrib- 
uted to its cost. Ifacouple bought some- 
thing as joint property using only a 
husband's income, say, his wife would 
inherit the entire property at a stepped- 
up basis. Later, jointly held property 
was put on a 50/50 basis. The new 
rulings state that the old, pre-1977 rule 
was not actually revoked and can be 
utilized again for pre-1977 property.
